Sri T, N, Venkatasubba Reddi . — Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, 
I do not propose to add aay argument to the numerous arguments 
advanced from either side of the House on this Bill for the last two 
days, I just want to think aloud as a common man with no expert 
knowledge or special ability to discuss a subject of this nature. 
I should have thought that the desire on the part of anybody to 
establish an institution like a University would have received the 
approbation of all* But what do we see here ? A discussion, which 
has been fairly acrimonious ! We have had arguments from both 
points of view, and we have had arguments which are midway 
between both points of view. All this leads a man who has no 
speaal knowledge (I mean one like myself) to a little confusion, 
and so I am attempting to do nothing more than think aloud the 
trend of that confusion. 

The sponsors of the University have told us that it is being 
undertaken to supplement existing educational facilities in our State* 
On the other hand, we have come across the Opposition with argu- 
ments charging the Government that this Bill will result in the 
ateceatuation of the existing differences of regionalism in the State, 
Botfc ^des ha^e argued their view point with the help of expert 
opiaioG* I would start on the premise that their is no such thing as 
m^ suspicion batisreen regions in this State. So I would like to ask 
tx^ymU what really is the trouble. It is said that we ate in need of a 
seciimd Univerdty m this State^ As far as I hatve been able to under* 
sMid Ibe m^y reasons put forward for this necessity, the one thing 
tbat somm to hold little water is that the situation <}f the estisting 
Bnii?eisi^ fe fer ^mnot^ and that it will be very bard to the people 
iring m tteothet esrtren^e of the SMb to come her^ for their education*

This seems to be not a reasonable argument why a second University 
should be started. For, just weigh against it the expenditure 
involved m such a course being adopted. Consider vi^hat the expert 
committee report says with regard to the necessary finance required, 
both initial and recurring running to lakhs and lakhs. So I thmk it 
would be much simpler if the Tirupathi Devasthanam comes forward 
with a lakh of rupees every year, distribute it among the several 
Rayalaseema colleges as so many scholarships to poor and deserv 
ing pupils willing to proceed to Waltair to study in the research 
courses. I thmk such a thing would have satisfied the poor deser- 
ving students. On the other hand, arguments have been advanced 
to start new course of study, in the new University to be set up, 
which do not exist in the existing Andhra University. Tome, it does 
not appear to be a good reason for starting a new university. All this, 
has put me in a state of confusion and I am not able to get out 
of it, and so I content myself with the hope that only good will 
come out of this new University and that no harm will come. 
I cannot say anything more than that and I wish that hope will 
be realised. 

Sri K» V* Ramesam — Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I am afraid 
that any views expressed by any member m this House contrary 
to the provisions of the Bill are understood to be accentuated by 
motives other than legitimate. This is an unfortunate state of things 
which I regret very much. Coming to the point under considera- 
tion, I would ask, ** What are the needs of the students of Rayala- 
seema colleges? or to be more correct, of that area ? *' They require 
more educational facilities, I agree. With that, nobody m the 
House IS in disagreement. We have to provide them with more 
educational facilities, it is true. And it is true also that Waltair 
IS far away from Rayalaseema. So, what is the remedy? In the 
present tempo of things, any expression contrary to the general 
trend will be certainly disapprove by the pubha So in or^er 
to obviate the difficulty, it is suggested that a new University, 
sbould be started m Ttropati for Rayalaseema area. On that poiat 
there i$ a general agreement. But on the question, whether it> 
$hmU be a. residential University or an affiliating University, 
thm Js a very sbari) difference of opinion ; , and I am sure, im 
m the ^t4t ewo Gavernment will fin4 its way to accept ifce 
pmtim that lor. the present ^ Rayalaseema should have only n 
,i»^<?ntial UmyeiTiity, It is said tbi^t affiliation of only mm^M ^ 
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the colleges in Andhra Desa, namely, Ra}alaseema, including 
Nellore, would lead to disunity and different standards of education. 
There is some force in that argument, and so, I hope, after mature 
consideration, Government will accept the suggestion that for some 
time to come from now, when the new University starts functioning, 
it should be treated as a residential University only, and that after 
examining the functioning of the University, the question of affilia* 
tion may be considered. 

Turning to the other question, whether it would be possible m 
the present state of things to start the University on 1st July 1954, 
liave to state, that it is said that our State is lacking in finance, that 
we are having a deficit budget, and that it is not able for lack of 
funds to start several schemes. That being the case, how can a 
new University be started now* The new University will require 
magmficent buildings, good laboratories to start science courses and so 
on. So, how can these be had without lot of f unds^ It is a well known 
fact that the x\ndhra University grew up only slowly. It has grown 
up in the course of a period of quarter of a centuary. Yet, even 
now, it has not been able to satisfy the needs of the students here* 
So, it is better we start with a few courses in Tirupati, develop it 
slowly, S3 that m course of time it may be made into a full fledged 
University. Here I have to utter a word of caution to Government 
When we are lacking m funds, we should see that the available funds 
are not unnecessarily wasted. For, I am remmded of the reply of the 
Hon. Deputy Chief Minister made on the floor of the House the other 
day, how m the Institute of Oil Technology, Anantapur, only seven 
students are there for the whole institution, when the working 
expenses of the Institute was running to one lakh and odd. That is 
not a satisfactory way of spending finance. That gives the idea, how 
far students from Rayalaseema are able to take advantage of the faci- 
lities afforded to them. Therefore my first appeal to Government is, 
let not State funds be wasted. My second appeal to Government 
^ is, mstead of opening all courses m Tirupathi, open only such 
courses as are necessary for the present, and then after a tim^ just 
as the Andhra University has grown up, open a University at 
Tirupathi, So my third appsal to Government is not to open the new 
Umveri^y in July next, that i% in July 1934. The expert committee 
itself has also said that it is not possible to do so, for it is not possible 
to secure the necessary staff, nor the necessary strength of students 
nor other facihtiea Above all, there is no guarantee of funds. That 
befcg so, it will not be p<issiWe to start the new Oniversity belore 
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1st July 1955. la the meantime necessary steps may be taken in that 
behalf by way of buildings, staff and laboratory. It is said also that 
there is lack of water facihties; and over and above all these things, 
there is the fact that the Union Government will not give grant 
until the scheme is perfected* For all these reasons I appeal to the 
Government that this Bill may not be given effect to till 1st July 
1955,

Sn R. Lafcshminarasimham Dora. — Mr. Speaker, Sir, I would 
like to speak for just two or three minutes, because m the Select 
Comnuttee stage I was keeping rather neutral on this very important 
question of affiliation or no affiliation. I think I owe an esiplanatioa 
to the House as to why I took such an attitude then. At the time 
when the original Bill was under our consideration, I felt that the 
Bill was creating a separate unit or a Pakistan out of the Andhra 
University for the Rayalaseema people, because constitutionally the 
senate, the syndicate and other bodies of the University were entirely 
kept exclusively for the Rayalaseema people* So at that stage I 
tsould not make up my mind. Subsequently certain amendments 
were caricied inf the Select Committee by which other districts were 
i^feo coming into that University ^d I felt th?itwhat ws^, considered 
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u as for the whole of Andhraand not exclusively for the Rayalaseama* 
So I have taken a definite opinion about it and am giving my vote* 

Now the pomt that I am addressing myself to is whether 
th:s question of afShation after two years is a thing really worth 
considermg. It is unnecessary to go into the question now whether 
it should be affiliating or residential University because, after two 
long days' debate, Mr. Subba Reddi's amendment comes m as a golden 
mean. For two years the University can devote its6lf for the 
development of various courses without being bothered by such 
questions as affiliation and laying out various courses and examina- 
tions in the different colleges. It can devote all its attention towards 
the one single purpose of developing courses for these two years 
which go to make a good University. It is not the number of colleges 
or the Vice-Chancellor or the Registrar or such things that make a 
University useful. What is wanted is good courses for these Univer- 
sities. Government can devote some money for this and Venkateswara 
Devasthanam money also is there. With all this money they can 
develop the courses and afterwards think of affiliating the colleges 
in the Rayalaseema area and making a full-fledged University, There 
may be bickerings and heart burning here and there, but m course 
of time all these things will vanish. In these two years* time Govern- 
ment can do much useful work m the matter of research and other 
aspects. I therefore support the amendment of Mr. Subba Reddi.
